REMARKABLE  feature  of  the  times  is  the  general  awakening  of 


the  public  to  the  needs  of  the  adult  portion  of  the  blind  population. 


It  is  conceded  that  excellent  opportunities  for  acquiring  a good 
education  are  afforded  the  younger  blind  persons  in  the  many  splendid 
schools  for  their  instruction  scattered  throughout  the  country,  but  no  blind 
person  over  21  years  of  age  is  eligible  as  an  inmate  of  such  institutions, 
and  only  4500  are  receiving  instruction  within  their  walls.  This  is  a most 
excellent  provision,  so  far  as  the  blind  children  are  concerned,  but  it  is  a 
most  important  fact  to  remember  that  S2'/r.  of  the  So. 000  blind  of  the  United 
States  are  adults  over  21  years  of  age. 

This  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind  was  founded  in  1882  with  the 
object  of  searching  out  and  teaching  those  blind  persons  to  read,  who  were 
unable  to  gain  admission  into  the  schools,  and  through  the  efforts  of  its 
teachers,  and  the  reading  of  the  embossed  books  which  have  been  loaned 
to  them,  light  and  gkidness  have  come  to  many  who  were  literally  sitting 
alone  in  darkness  and  oftentimes  in  silence. 

The  Society  makes  no  distinction  as  to  the  race  or  creed  of  its  beneficia- 
ries, and  all  contributions  received  go  directly  to  defray  expenses  connected 
with  its  operations  on  their  behalf. 

It  has  been  the  pleasure  of  the  Managers  from  year  to  year  to  report  real 
progress  in  the  good  work,  and  they  are  happy  to  announce  that  more  rapid 
advance  has  been  made  during  the  year  just  passed  than  in  any  previous 
year.  This  result  has  been  greatly  due  to  the  continued  support  so  kindly 
accorded  them  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  the  Society. 

The  Appropriations  Committee  at  Harrisburg  courteously  received  a 
deputation  appointed  to  lay  before  it  the  needs  of  the  Society  for  more 
money  to  provide  teachers,  and  more  books,  and  a sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  to  the  Society  for  the  years  1905-1906. 
The  Managers  further  acknowledge,  in  addition  to  the  contributions  of  the

nhia  and  its  vicinitv,  who  had  not  already  been  reached  by  this  Society. 
From' the  time  of  her  appointment  in  February  until  the  close  of  the  year 
1005  she  investigated  666  cases  of  blind  persons  recorded  111  the  census 
rLni  of  1900,  or  heard  of  from  other  sources.  It  was  found  that  68  had 
died  since  Uie  census  was  taken  ; 92  were  not  known  and  could  not  be 
traced-  47  had  removed  to  some  other  city;  89  were  already  readers  of 
embossed  tvpe ; 40  had  had  sight  restored;  more  than  120  were 
incapacitated,  phvsically  or  mentally,  and  the  remaining  48  are  under 
tuition.  Several  of  those  found  out  by  this  teacher  have  been  referred  to 
the  other  teachers  for  more  prolonged  instruction. 

As  above  stated,  a very  large  number  of  blind  persons  have  been  visited 
and  their  cases  investigated,  but  the  number  of  new  pupils  actually  under 
the  instruction  of  the  teachers  during  the  year  has  been  1 19.  W hen  to  these 
are  added  79  names  of  persons  who  have  been  enrolled  during  1905  at  the 
Free  Library  of  Philadelphia,  the  total  number  of  new  blind  readers  during 
the  year  is  198.  After  allowing  for  those  who  have  died,  there  are  962  names 
upon  the  roll  of  blind  readers. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  circulation  of  embossed  books  has  con- 
tinued’ to  increase.  During  1905  no  less  than  7145  volumes  of  embossed 
books  were  issued  from  the  Department  for  the  Blind  111  the  Free  Library 
of  Philadelphia,  1965  of  which  were  distributed  by  the  teachers,  and  3237 
were  sent  out  of  the  city  to  distant  places  in  the  United  States,  and  even  to 
blind  persons  in  the  Philippine  Islands.  Books  have  been  supplied  front 
the  Department  for  the  Blind  to  readers  of  all  ages,  using  the  five  embossed 
types  : 

The  distribution  during  1905,  according  to  types,  has  been  as  follows  : 
Braille,  416  volumes;  .American  Braille,  882  volumes;  New  \ork  Point, 
236  volunies;  Line  Letter,  153  volumes  ; Moon  Type,  5458  voliinies  ; total, 
7145  volumes. 

One  great  stimulus  to  the  circulation  of  the  books  has  been  the  concession 
of  free  postage  of  books  loaned  to  the  blind,  which  was  granted  by  Congress 
ill  1904.  The  eonsequent  rapid  increase  in  circulation  has  necessitated  the 
purchase  of  more  copies  of  embossed  books  for  the  library,  and  this,  we 
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are  thankful  to  say,  has,  to  some  extent,  been  made  po,ssihIc  hy  the  State 
appropriation  which  w.as  grante<l  so  O])portnnelv, 

This  work  is  progressing  with  rajiid  strides,  for  hardly  a day  passes  that 
applications  are  not  received  for  information  ahont  the  Society  and  its  library. 

From  time  to  time  interesting  articles  upon  the  subject  appear  in  the 
newspapers  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  and  the  Managers  desire  again  to 
express  their  thanks  for  the  kindly  interest  which  the  Public  Press  has

good  cause  is  being  promoted,  and  we  are  sanguine  in  the  belief  that  we  are 
on  the  eve  of  a still  larger  development  of  the  plan  of  Home  Teaching 
among  the  blind,  as  well  as  the  affiliated  co-operation  of  Public  libraries,  in 
providing  Departments  for  the  Blind,  by  which  the  circulation  of  the  books 
can  be  facilitated.

The  Diploma  of  the  award  of  the  Gold  Medal  to  this  Society  for  its  inter- 
esting exhibit  of  embossed  books,  etc.,  at  the  World's  Fair,  St.  Louis,  in 
1904,  has  been  received  ; the  medal  itself  will  doubtless  be  forwarded  to  ns 
as  soon  as  it  is  prepared.  The  value  of  that  exhibit  to  the  great  m^so 
adult  blind  cannot  be  over-estimated,  as  the  existence  of  the  MUUiN  type, 
which  could  be  easily  learned  by  those  advanced  in  years,  was  Were  y 
brought  to  the  knowledge  of  thousands  who  were  previously  m total 
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ignorance  of  this  means  of  teacliinj'  the  blind  to  read,  as  well  as  of  the 
existence  of  such  a Society  and  Free  Circulating  Library  as  our  own.  The 
information  thus  ol)tained  was  scattered  over  the  United  States  and  carried 
to  far  distant  parts  of  the  earth. 

A blind  lady  in  San  Jos<^*.  California,  recently  wrote  for  information  about 
our  Society  and  its  library.  She  stated  that,  having  exhausted  her  stock  of 
reading  material,  she  had  a short  time  before  borrowed  some  books  embossed 
in  the  Moon  t\*pe  from  the  State  Library  of  California  at  Sacramento,  and  to 
her  surprise,  when  she  began  to  feel  the  type,  she  recognized  it  as  an  old

friend  which  she  had  not  met  with  since  she  learned  to  read  it  in  Germany 
many  years  ago.  She  was  born  in  San  Francisco,  and  belonged  to  a distin- 
guished German  family.  She  had  received  her  early  education  in  Germany 
and  there  had  read  through  one  small  l)Ook  printed  in  the  Moon  type,  but 
she  knew  not  the  name  of  it.  and  was  not  aware  that  there  were  any  more 
books  to  be  had  in  that  type.  Having  read  all  the  books  in  the  Moon  type 
within  her  reach  in  California,  she  wrote  to  us  for  a catalogue  and  desired  to 
be  enrolled  as  one  of  our  readers.  She  is  now  receiving  books  through  the 
mail  from  our  library  in  Philadelphia. 


There  is  liovvever,  in  this  case,  a most  interesting  connection  with  the 
time  when' Dr.  William  Moon,  of  Hrighton,  England,  prepared  some 
German  books  in  his  type  for  the  blind,  and  with  his  son  visited  Germany 
and  Holland,  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  them  to  the  notice  of 
instructors  and  friends  of  the  blind  in  those  countries.  Our  lady  friend  in 
California  just  alluded  to,  met  with  one  of  these  books  in  Germany,  but 
she  was  to  recross  two  continents  and  an  ocean  before  she  was  to  meet 
again  with  her  long-lost  friend  of  forty  years  ago.  This  surely  should  encour- 
age ns  to  cast  our  bread  upon  the  waters,  although  it  may  be  left  to  another 
generation  to  behold  the  fruits  of  our  efforts. 


PI  BLICATION  FrXlJ. 

It  is  remarkable  how  the  taste  for  reading  has  been  rapidly  cultivated 
among  the  adult  blind  who  have  learned  to  read  the  Moon  type,  and  some 
are  so  eager  for  knowledge,  pastime  and  entertainment,  that  they  will  visit 
or  write  to  the  library  every  few  days  for  an  exchange  of  books.  One  of 
our  readers  told  Mr.  Moore  last  summer  that  he  was  staying  at  home  in 
Philadelphia  with  his  books  in  preference  to  taking  a trip  to  the  seashore. 
Another  wrote  us  a few  weeks  ago  from  Pittsford,  N.  Y.,  “Volume  20  of 
History  of  England  was  duly  received,  and  will  be  returned  by  the  time  I 
get  Vol.  21,  which  please  forward  at  your  earliest  convenience.  * * * I read 
everything  twice;  to  myself  during  the  day  time  as  I can,  and  to  Mrs.  W. 
in  the  evening.  This  fdls  up  so  much  of  the  time  which  went  to  waste 
before  I had  the  privilege  of  this  library,  that  I am  lost  without  it.  No 
language  can  adequately  express  the  sincere  pleasure  this  affords  me." 

Another  blind  man  writes:  “Thanks  to  your  excellent  library.  I can 

dispel  the  gloom  of  my  own  thoughts  with  the  brighter  and  more  exalted 
thoughts  of  others,  and  in  the  pages  of  history,  travel  or  romance,  forget,  for 
the  time  at  least,  that  I am  blind.’’ 

An  old  gentleman  of  So,  who  has  recently  learned  the  Moon  type,  said, 
“I  have  read  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  many  times  in  my  life,  but  never 
has  it  brought  to  me  so  much  comfort  and  cheer  as  it  has  since  I became 
blind  and  spelled  it  out  letter  by  letter  in  the  Moon  type.” 

It  can  be  readily  imagined  that  our  readers  will  soou  exhaust  the  liter- 
ature already  available,  and  thej’  beg  for  more  books  of  an  interesting  char- 
acter, works  of  travel,  science,  biography  and  good,  wholesome  fiction,  such 
as  their  sighted  friends  enjoy.  K step  in  the  right  direction  has  been  made 
possible  by  a contribution  of  fioo  kindly  contribtited  by  Mr.  R.  P.  High,  one 
of  our  readers  at  McEwensville,  Pa.,  to  cover  the  initial  expenses  connected 
with  issuing  a monthly  magazine  for  the  blind  in  the  Moon  type,  and  the 
first  number  of  this  interesting  magazine  appeared  on  January  ist  of  this 
year  (1906)  from  the  press  of  the  Moon  Society  for  the  Blind  in  Brighton, 
England.  Phis  Home  Teaching  Society  has  subscribed  for  a number  of 
copies  of  the  Magazine  for  the  use  of  re.aders,  and  some  kind  friends  have 
subscribed  for  copies  to  be  sent  as  presents  to  blind  persons  in  whom  thev 
are  interested,  a form  of  gift  which  has  proved  most  acceptable,  and  has 
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atTordecl  unspeakable  pleasure.  It  may  be  well  to  state  that  any  person 
wishing  to  aid  in  increasiug  the  literature  in  the  Moon  type  for  the  blind 
can  have  stereotyped  any  worthy  work  which  may  be  selected  by  paying  75 
cents  per  page,  which  is  one-half  the  cost  of  stereotyping  — the  other  half  of 
the  cost  being  met  by  the  Moon  Society  in  Kngland,  which  prepares  the 
books.  Estimates  of  cost  can  readily  be  procured.  It  is  an  interesting  fact

that  shortly  before  his  death,  the  late  Hon.  John  Hay  thus  paid  for  the 
stereotyping  of  his  eulogy  of  the  late  President  McKinle3^  which  he  pro- 
nounced before  the  Senate  at  Washington.  Quite  recently  a friend  in 
Philadelphia  has  kindly  undertaken,  in  a similar  way,  to  defray  the  cost 
of  stereotvping  in  this  type  “ The  Call  of  the  Wild,”  a thrilling  story  of  dog 
life,  and  also  “ Mrs^  Wiggs  of  the  Cabbage  Patch.”  both  of  which  books  will 
be  interesting  additions  to  the  library  for  the  blind.  John  F.  Maher,  Esq., 
has  also  contributed  a sum  for  the  production  of  some  entertaining  book. 
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Such  imlividual  efforts  are  greatly  appreciated,  l)Ut  tlic  necessity  for 
making  an  earnest  and  effectual  concerted  ctlorl  to  raise  the  I ublicatio  i 
Ph  nd  of  ^.00,000,  which  was  started  three  years  ago  becomes  more  and 
more  appirent.  h'rom  the  proceeds  of  such  a fund  it  will  be  possible  to 
provide  for  the  production  of  several  new  books  of  wide  scope  and  var  ed 
interest.  The  Board  of  Managers  realizes  that  the  time  has  come  when  this 
Fund  should,  if  possible,  be  raised,  and  the  good  work  of  helping  in  the 
publication  of  new  works  be  begun  in  a regular,  systematic  manner.  Such 
a benefaction  would  be  a perpetual  joy  to  our  blind  friends.  Let  us  do  all 
we  can  to  help  the  blind,  for,  as  a rule,  they  are  an  uncomplaining  people, 
and  not  a few

ING SOCIETY  AND  FREPI  CIRCULATING 
LIBRARY  FOR  THE  BLIND. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  N^o.  /, 
for  the  County  of  Philadelphia  : — 

The  petition  of  the  undersigned, 

respectfullj-  represents  : 
That  they  have  associated  themselves  together  for  the  purpose 
and  upon  the  terms  and  by  the  name  herein  stated  under  the 
provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  entitled  “An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
incorporation  and  regulation  of  certain  corporations,”  approved 
the  twenty-ninth  day  of  April,  1874,  and  the  several  supple- 
ments thereto,  and  that  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
said  Act  they  do  set  forth  and  declare  that  :

IV.  The  corporation  shall  exist  perpetual^'.

''T''IIIS  Society  was  founded  in  18S2,  with  the  object  of  providing  a 
1 library  of  embossed  books  in  the  Moon  type,  and  sending 
teachers  to  the  homes  of  the  blind  for  the  purpose  of  teaching 
them  to  read,  and  periodically  exchanging  their  books.

Books,  pamphlets,  and  other  readiiiK  matter  in  raised  characters  for  the 
use  of  the  blind,  whether  prepared  by  hand  or  printed  in  .single  volnme.s.  not  exceedinc  ten 
pounds  in  weight,  or  in  packages  not  exceedintr  four  pounds  in  weiijht  and  containimr  no 
advertising  or  other  matter  whatever,  unsealed  and  when  sent  by  public  institutions  for  the 
blind,  or  by  any  public  libraries,  as  a loan  to  blind  readers,  or  when  returned  by  the  latter 
to  such  institutions  or  public  libraries,  shall  be  transmitted  in  the  I’niled  States  mails  free 
of  postaire.  and  under  such  rcK^ulations  as  the  Postmaster  t'.eneral  may  prescribe.  (Act  of 
Aj)ril  27.  19D4.) 

2.  Readiiur  matter  in  rai.sed  characters  for  the  use  of  the  blind,  to  be  entitled  to  trans- 
mission in  the  mails  free  of  postage,  must  not  contain  any  advertising  or  other  matter 
whatever,  atul  must  in  every  case  be  sent  by  or  relumed  to  a public  library  or  public 
in‘ititution  for  the  blind. 

3.  When  mailed  by  a pttblic  library  or  public  institution  for  the  blind,  the  matter  must 
be  sent  as  a loan  to  a blind  reader.  When  mailed  for  return  to  a public  library  or  public 
institution  for  the  blind,  the  sender  must  be. a blind  reader. 

4.  The  matter  must  be  wrapped  so  that  it  may  be  easily  examined. 

0.  No  packa^re  is  to  wei^fh  more  than  four  pounds,  except  in  case  of  a singrlc  volume, 
and  it  must  not  exceed  ten  pounds  in  weij^ht. 

6.  On  the  upper  left  hand  corner  of  the  envelope  or  wrapper  containiiur  the  matter  the 
name  and  adilress  of  the  sender  must  appear,  and  on  the  upper  ri^dtt  hand  corner  the  word 
" Hree  ” over  the  words  Reading  Matter  for  the  Blind.” 

Note.— betters  written  in  point  print  or  raised  characters  used  by  the  blind  are  not 
included  in  the  reading  matter  entitled,  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  to  free  tran.s- 
mjssion  in  the  mails.  (See  section  475).
